(®) the flesh of any animal which has died from a natural cause; 5 
(i) any meat which has been blown up or artificially stuffed. 

(}) The floor of the shop shall be thoroughly cleaned every day bekore the shop is closed, 

8) No permit holder or his servant shall ourry meat through any street or public sce
